	Other Qualifications: 
	Billet Description: The incumbent will serve as Mission Commander and Aircraft Commander on multiengine aircraft performing missions in support of the National Weather Service (NWS), Office of Hydrology (OH), and the National Remote Sensing Hydrology Program (NRSHP).

The primary mission of the Snow Survey Section is to conduct the airborne gamma data field surveys required by the NWS Office of Hydrology.  Natural terrestrial gamma radiation sensed from low level flying aircraft is used to infer the snow pack's mean areal snow water equivalent.  The results are transmitted to the Snow Survey Office at the completion of each flight.  

Accomplishing the required survey flights requires thorough planning, accurate navigation via both pilotage and dead reckoning, and coordination with air traffic control facilities.  Frequent location changes due to project requirements and weather variations require require careful logistic planning and flexibility.  

The incumbent plans and coordinates these missions and manages the resources of the section.  This includes the aircraft, pilots and available financial resources.  In addition, the incumbent supervises, trains and evaluates assigned pilots, and plans and conducts the required flights to safely accomplish the mission.

	Duties and Responsibilities: 1.  Supervise operational and administrative aspects of the Snow Survey Section.
2.  Plan the operational, logistical, and administrative support for the mobile mission.
3.  Plan the operational, logistical, and administrative support for the mobile mission.
4.  Schedule the aircraft to support various additional NOAA projects in order to obtain maximum aircraft utilization.
5.  Coordinate field activities in conjunction with priorities established by the National 
Remote Sensing Hydrology Program Director and coordinate ground and airborne data collection for several ongoing research projects.
6.  Prepare and monitor mission costs to provide expense analysis for each project by aircraft and by month.
7.  Supervise the workload, training and development of assigned NOAA Corps and civilian personnel.
8.  Arrange the inter-service agreements for mission support.

The Chief, Flight Branch provides line and administrative supervision and guidance to the incumbent.  Program supervision is provided by the director, National Remote Sensing Hydrology Program.  
	Career Development Opportunities: 
This billet provides the incumbent with the opportunity to work directly with other pilots, scientists and researchers from a variety of NOAA offices, thus becoming familiar with airborne surveying techniques.  The complexity of missions will develop the officer into an effective office and field manager, capable of completing projects with little or no outside supervision.  Proficiency in the use of personnel computers for communications, word processing, spreadsheet and database operations will be developed.  The assignment should prepare the incumbent with management and flying experience necessary for future assignment to AOC heavy aircraft as well as other mid-level management positions within and outside aviation.  
	Additional Comments: 
Ensures aircraft maintenance is scheduled and performed.  Acts as COTR for any aircraft leased under the section.  Acts as Mission Commander and Chief Pilot of the section responsible for the training, standardization and qualifications of the other pilots assigned to the section.  Develops and implements standard operating procedures for the aircraft and the section.  Participates in and supervises operation of gamma snow survey equipment and data transmittal.  Develops and documents gamma flight line network.  Coordinates aircraft and survey equipment maintenance.  Participates in training periodic programs.  Performs administrative and other duties as assigned by the Chief, Flight Operations Division, and Director, NRSHP.  
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
